Father asks for 
over murdered 


prayers

The father of a 14-year-old 
girl who was murdered 
while she was walking on 
a path in Edson Saturday 
afternoon is publicly ask¬ 
ing for prayers on his blog. 

“Please pray for us, for 
our church family ... and 
for family that is travelling,” 
wrote Terry Stauffer, a pas¬ 
tor at the Edson Baptist 
Church. 

“We are realizing from 
the inside the value of good, 
gospel theology right now.” 


Emily Joy Stauffer was 
killed on a tree-covered 
wooden path around 4:45 
p.m. in the northwest side 
of Edson. 

It is believed she was at¬ 
tacked by an unknown 
male, said RCMP 
spokesman Cpl. Wayne 
Oakes. 

Two boys who were rid¬ 
ing their bikes nearby no¬ 
ticed the attack and 
rushed to a nearby home 
to call police, Mounties 
said. 

Police say the teen was 
taken to hospital in

Edson where she later died. 

Police wouldn’t comment 
if the attack was of a sexual 
nature and investigators are 
waiting for an autopsy later 


this week to determine a 
cause of death. 

In a profile through an 
online religious newspaper, 
Emily said she had a pas¬ 
sion for playing piano, vio¬ 
lin and a number of other 
instruments. 

Emily also said she loved 
to read, hiking and studying 
the bible. She leaves behind 
two younger sisters and an 
older brother. 

She also grew up in a fam¬ 
ily that believed in home¬ 
schooling, according to her 
father’s blog. 

“Our daughter was a vi¬ 


brant young woman who 
loved Jesus and her life,” 
said the family in a written 
statement. 

Oakes said investigators 
have been following up on a 
number of tips during the 
investigation, but the at¬ 
tacker could be anywhere. 

Police said the man may 
have left the area on an ATV 
or some other mode of 
transportation. 

Police describe the attack¬ 
er as a white male, about 30 
years old with brown hair. 
He was wearing a blue jack¬ 
et and blue jeans.

If you’re afraid of all 
things creepy and crawly, 
do not read any further. 

Yesterday, a north-end 
hotel was taken over by 
hundreds of scaly reptiles, 
bugs and all things anti- 
cuddly. 

“But they are wickedly 
cute and cuddly,” said Ed¬ 
monton Reptile and Am¬ 
phibian Society (ERAS) co¬ 
founder Neil Weldon, hold¬ 
ing a tiny baby corn snake. 

Aside from the fact that a 
snake or lizard won’t greet 
you at the door with a wag¬ 
ging tail, there are a num¬ 
ber of advantages to own¬ 
ing a scaly pet, Weldon 
said. 

As instances of allergies 
in children continue to 
rise, so do the popularity of 
hair-free pets, which are 
basically hypo-allergenic. 

“Also, with the real-es¬ 
tate situation in the city, a 
lot of place won’t allow a 
cat or a dog. Aquarium pets 
like a snake or a lizard are 
way easier to take care of.” 


In addition to appealing 
to hobbyists, the society 
takes on a number of roles, 
including a reptile rescue. 

As the group’s popularity 
has grown over the past 15 
years, so have the number 
of animals it helps house 
— usually around 70 per 
year. 

Weldon’s home is full of 
animals seeking adoption, 
in addition to the 200 - yes, 
200 - pets that live with his 


family permanently.

“It’s an incredibly busy 
time and has placed a lot 
of demands on my time,” 
he said, adding that the 
process has been padded 
by positive national party 
support. 

Though Rathgeber was 
elected MLA for Edmon- 
ton-Calder in 2001, this is 
his first time vying for an 
MP seat. Regardless, he 
feels legislative experi¬ 
ence gives him the upper

Rathgeber said there’s

“This memorial ceremo¬ 
ny reminds us that safe 
and secure communities 
sometimes comes at a high 
price,” said Alberta Solici¬ 
tor General Fred Lindsay.

Kyle takes aim at Maritimes 

Tropical storm strengthens into hurricane off U.S. coast 


Tropical Storm Kyle 
strengthened into a hurri¬ 
cane off the United States 
Saturday as it took aim at 
Canada’s Maritime 
provinces and New 
England, the U.S. National 
Hurricane Center said. 

Kyle, which developed as 
a tropical storm Thursday, 
had top sustained winds 
near 121 km/h and was fore¬ 
cast to make landfall near 
the Maine-New Brunswick 
border early today. 

Kyle was a minimal Cate- 
goiy 1 hurricane on the 
five-step hurricane intensi¬ 
ty scale. In its 11 p.m. advi¬ 
sory, the Hurricane Center 
said there might be slight 
weakening in Kyle before 
it hits the coast. 

The hurricane — 
spawned by the 11th 
named storm of a destruc¬ 


tive Atlantic hurricane sea¬ 
son — was forecast to 
dump as much as six inch¬ 
es of rain over parts of New 
England, New Brunswick, 
Nova Scotia and Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island through today. 
It was also likely to cause 
large, dangerous surf in 
some areas. 

Forecasters have predict¬ 
ed the six-month hurri¬ 
cane season, which runs 
through Nov. 30, could 
produce up to 18 cyclones. 
The warm sea tempera¬ 
tures and other factors 
that contribute to the for¬ 
mation of hurricanes are 
still in place. 

The disturbed weather 
system from which Kyle 
developed drenched the 
Caribbean before it moved 
north into the Atlantic.

Tories wait 
to reform 
immigration 

overhaul The Conserva¬ 
tives seem to be waiting 
for a majority government 
before they revolutionize 
Canada’s immigration sys¬ 
tem the way the Aus¬ 
tralians have, pollster 
Michael Adams said. 

“Highly controversial” 
changes to the immigration 
system have the potential 
to alienate foreign-bom 
Canadians and, conse¬ 
quently, little has been 
done to address the deterio¬ 
rating system, Adams said. 

Tracking has shown 
skilled immigrants to Cana¬ 
da are poorer and underem¬ 
ployed compared to those 
from decades past, and also 
compared to those in Aus¬ 
tralia where a massive over¬ 
haul in 1999 resulted in sig¬ 
nificant changes.

Why campaign ads are loathed 

It's the only really dishonest kind of advertising that's left': Ad legend 


-here’s a unifying 

theme to cam¬ 
paign ads: Every¬ 
body seems to hate 
them. 

Politicians hate that they 
reduce complex issues to 
30-second elevator pitches, 
a context better suited for 
cynicism, fear and doubt 
than for inspiring voters. 

Voters hate them for two 
reasons. First, they’re 
disingenuous: Even the 
most rabid partisan can’t 
believe anyone is so com¬ 
pletely good, any oppo¬ 
nent so completely evil, as 
these ads portray. Second, 
and less forgivable: They 
don’t entertain. Most are 
just plain bad. 

Yet the ad industry hates 
them most of all because 


— no kidding — campaign 
ads are exempt from the 
rules that govern ad con¬ 
tent. 

Canadian ads are bound 
by a code set by Advertis¬ 
ing Standards Canada, an 
industry-run body that 
fields consumer com¬ 
plaints and can request 
that offending ads be 
pulled or revised. 

Campaign ads running 
right now routinely trash 
several provisions of the 
code, notably its decree 
that advertisers shalt not 
“unfairly discredit, dispar¬ 
age or attack other prod¬ 
ucts, services, advertise¬ 
ments or companies, or ex¬ 
aggerate the nature or im¬ 
portance of competitive 
differences.”

Ah, but who cares? Be¬ 
cause the code expressly 
exempts campaign ads 
from its restrictions. 

American campaign ads 
have enjoyed similar im¬ 
munity since the Supreme 
Court ruled they fall under 
the First Amendment right 
to free speech. 

Campaign ads, then, en¬ 
joy freedom of speech, and 
the freedom to lie. Or at 
least to do to the truth 


what clowns do to long, 
skinny balloons. This is 
how the noun “swift boat” 
became a verb four years 
ago. 

University of Texas ad¬ 
vertising professor Jef I. 
Richards once lamented: 
“The law requires a paper 
towel ad to be scrupulous¬ 
ly honest, but allows politi¬ 
cal candidates to lie with¬ 
out reproach. What’s 
wrong with this picture?” 

Ad legend David Ogilvy 
went further: “Political ad¬ 
vertising ought to be 
stopped. It’s the only really 
dishonest kind of advertis¬ 
ing that’s left. It’s totally 
dishonest.” 

The irony, of course, is 
that many of the campaign 
ads you see are the product 


of advertising dream 
teams, hand-picked from 
top agencies. The trouble 
is, key creative decisions 
are too often handed down 
to them by political strate¬ 
gists in party war rooms; 
people unwilling to take 
the calculated creative 
risks that distinguish great 
advertising. 

Which helps explain 
why campaign ads lower 
people’s opinion of all ad¬ 
vertising — if that’s possi¬ 
ble — and why it leaves 
party leaders looking like 
exhausted hockey fighters 
waiting, in vain, for a lines¬ 
man to break them up.

Layton aims to eliminate poverty by 2020

A New Democratic govern¬ 
ment would eliminate 
poverty in Canada within 
12 years, NDP Leader Jack 
Layton says. 

Layton set the ambitious 
target in his party’s $51.6- 
billion, 57-page election 
platform, released yester¬ 
day in Toronto. 

“Don’t you think it’s 
time we finally put an end 
to the shame of child 
poverty?” he said to about 
200 cheering supporters. 

Layton unveiled the par¬ 
ty’s program on the heels 
of a Toronto Star/Angus 
Reid poll Saturday that 
showed the New Democ¬ 
rats had moved up to tie 
the sagging Liberals for 
support at 21 per cent. The 
poll put the Conservatives 
at 40 per cent support. 

Speaking to reporters af¬ 
ter his speech, Layton 
made no apologies for set¬ 
ting the aggressive 2020 
deadline. 

“This is the goal. You 
know something, if you 
don’t set a goal you’re nev¬ 
er going to get there,” he 
said. 

The most expensive tool 
in the NDP’s anti-poverty 


arsenal is a new $17.4-bil- 
lion child-benefit plan that 
would pay low-income 
families up to $416 per 
month per child. 

The party, which is 
promising balanced budg¬ 
ets, maintains it can pay 


for its commitments by 
cancelling Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper’s corpo¬ 
rate tax cuts, including 
cancelling the planned re¬ 
duction of the rate to 19 
per cent, returning it to 
22.12 per cent.

U.S. bailout vote looms 

Lawmakers look to stem major financial crisis with hard-fought bill 


The greatest U.S. govern¬ 
ment bailout since the 
Great Depression, a mas¬ 
sive $700 billion US inter¬ 
vention that has outraged 
working Americans and 
redefined the presidential 
race, could be voted upon 
as early as today. 

A bipartisan deal 
reached early yesterday, af¬ 
ter marathon negotiations, 
falls well short of the 
blank cheque the Bush ad¬ 
ministration had sought 
and gives the next U.S. 
president leeway in re-ex¬ 
amining the deal when he 
takes office in January. 

Both Democratic nomi¬ 
nee Barack Obama and Re¬ 
publican nominee John Mc¬ 
Cain gave the deal their 
grudging support. 

The fiercest opposition 
still rests with fiscal conser¬ 
vatives in the Republican 
caucus in the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives, the group 
most reluctant to line up be¬ 
hind any proposal from out¬ 
going President George W. 
Bush as they head to the 
polls in just over five weeks.

Scandinavian countries prove that a carbon tax can work 


“We are living proof the world should not fear a tax on carbon. 
Sweden has the highest carbon taxation in the world but we are 
not living in the Stone Age.”

Scandinavia is cold enough 
to grow a Mats Sundin. Yet 
nowadays nearly everyone 
in the hockey hero’s native 
Sweden keeps warm in 
winter without burning so 
much as a drop of oil. 

Such are the spoils of the 
Nordic energy paradox, 
where a generation of prag¬ 
matic energy policy is put¬ 
ting paid to the notion that 
life cannot prosper on a 
lower-carbon diet. 

For those who would 
have their cake and eat it, 
too, look to Sweden, where 
the raw data is to be en¬ 
vied: Between 1990 and 
2006, the country enjoyed 


economic growth of 44 per 
cent in fixed prices, even as 
it cut carbon emissions by 
9 per cent. 

Denmark’s numbers 
show a similar decoupling 
of GDP from the use of fos¬ 
sil fuels, with 43 per cent 
growth contrasting with a 
14 per cent carbon reduc¬ 
tion in the same time 
frame. 

The shift was driven by a 


complex array of policies. 
But at its root, experts say, 
was the world’s first car¬ 
bon tax on fossil fuels — an 
early version of the so- 
called green shift now un¬ 
der discussion in Canada. 

“We are living proof the 
world should not fear a tax 
on carbon. Sweden has the 
highest carbon taxation in 
the world but we are not 
living in the Stone Age,” 


said Per Rosenqvist, a cli¬ 
mate expert with the 
Swedish Environment Min¬ 
istry 

“The standard of life here 
has improved even as emis¬ 
sions came down. It hasn’t 
been easy. It takes a range 
of policies, not just a tax. 
The solutions are different 
in every country. And they 
need to be regularly read¬ 
justed, as we learn from 


our mistakes. But it works.” 

It is almost required, 
when writing about Scandi¬ 
navian energy policy, to 
wax breathless about en¬ 
lightened nations who put 
the planet uppermost on 
their national agendas. 

Yet the reality is some¬ 
thing somewhat less angel¬ 
ic. The Danish and Swedish 
models are driven as much 
by hard-nosed pragmatism 
as anything else. Enlight¬ 
ened? Absolutely. Daring? 
That, too. But the impera¬ 
tive, as with any nation, 
was self-interest, first and 
foremost.

It all starts with taking 
the extra time and effort 
needed to ensure every 
student’s edu¬ 
cation is care- 
fully designed 
to fit their in¬ 
dividual 
needs. 

Contrary to 
the unfair 
stigma that 
students with 
special needs 
are somehow 
worse at learning, the 
truth is most such stu¬

dents are just as smart or 
capable as regular stu¬ 
dents, but have to deal 
with something that holds 
them back from being at 
their best, such as a learn¬ 
ing disability. 

While schools generally 
try to keep students with 
special-education needs 
within their home class¬ 
room, sometimes students 
need to be placed in a sep¬ 
arate class to help them 
get up-to-speed in a partic¬ 
ular subject. 

Michelle Azrilyant, a 
special-education teacher 
and specialist, says placing 
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a child into a separate 
class, when necessary, to 
give him or her targeted 
instruction can have a pro¬ 
foundly positive effect on 
that student’s ability to 
learn. 

“The idea of students go¬ 
ing into a withdrawal set¬ 
ting is that they’re getting 
specialized instruction tai¬ 
lored to their needs. We’re 
trying to give them the 
tools to be 
successful,” 
Azrilyant 
said. 

While 

some schools 
are finding 
great suc¬ 
cess 
using 
tai¬ 
lored 

instruction to 
teach students 
with special educa¬ 
tion needs, the Ar- 
rowsmith School in 
Toronto has more un¬ 
orthodox methods. 

Students eschew read¬ 
ing or tackling math 
problems directly and in¬ 
stead do exercises that 
are believed to 
strengthen their 
minds, such as tracing 
symbol sequences 
while their left eye is 
covered (to improve 
handwriting and reinforce 
the right side of the brain) 
or telling time on a clock 
face with as many as 10

Barbara Arrowsmith 
Young, founder of the Ar¬ 
rowsmith School, says her 
program is built around 
helping students who have 
learning disabilities con¬ 
quer those internal blocks 
keeping them from suc¬ 
ceeding.

Exceptionally talented or 
gifted children might be 
amazingly smart intellec¬ 
tually, but teaching them 
can pose its own 
challenges — and rewards. 

Even though some gifted 
students might be able to 
conquer university-level 
math at a young age or 
compose writing worthy of 
being published, the most 
important thing to remem¬ 
ber is that they are still 
just 
kids. 


While many of them 
show a high level of intel¬ 
lectual maturity, most are 
in stages of emotional, so¬ 
cial and physical develop¬ 
ment similar to that of regu¬ 
lar students. The teaching 
of gifted students should 
therefore involve instruc¬ 
tion that pushes such stu¬ 
dents to challenge their in¬ 
tellectual limits while en¬ 
suring the 

same level of ^■ 
emotional and 
social learning 
as all students.

more socially mature. 

“Leadership is big — we 
try to give gifted students 
more leadership opportu¬ 
nities,” Della Rovere said. 

The results of not ad¬ 
dressing a gifted child’s ed¬ 
ucational needs can be pro¬ 
foundly negative. 

When material poses no 
challenge to them they can 
become bored and unmoti¬ 
vated quick¬ 
ly. Coupled 
with the fact 
that re¬ 
search has 
shown many 
gifted stu¬ 
dents dislike 
routine and 
drill, 
teacher 
needs to give 
such students the freedom 
to challenge themselves. 

“The bottom line is every 
child is unique,” Della Ro¬ 
vere said.

Depression destroying work? 



Depression is now considered to be the No. 1 productivity killer in the workplace.

Depression in the 
workplace can devastate 
employee productivity but 
few companies take the 
time to understand or 
combat it. 

“Most companies don’t 
have mental health poli¬ 
cies,” said Heather Stuart, a 
researcher at Queen’s Uni¬ 
versity funded by the Cana¬ 
dian Institutes of Health Re¬ 
search (CIHR). 

Dr. Scott Patten, a profes¬ 
sor at the University of Cal¬ 
gary who also leads re¬ 
search funded by the CIHR, 
studies how mental disor¬ 
ders affect the workplace. 
He says depression is now 
the leading productivity- 
killer at work. 

“The emerging consensus 
now is that depression is 
the leading cause of disabili¬ 
ty in the workplace,” Patten 
said. 

Though it may not be 
nearly as visible as other 
forms of disability, depres¬ 
sion can have a profound ef¬ 
fect on workers, from 


slowed thinking patterns 
and problems with memory 
to disrupted sleep and the 
inability to concentrate. 
Eventually, Patten says, de¬ 
pression can lead to a vi¬ 
cious cycle of negative 
thinking that can feel im¬ 
possible to escape. 

“It basically removes peo¬ 
ple’s ability to derive pleas¬ 
ure from any activity, in¬ 
cluding work,” Patten said. 

Dr. Emile Tompa, a 
health and labour econo¬ 
mist and researcher at the 
Institute for Work and 
Health, says many employ¬ 
ers tend to ignore depres¬ 
sion, or put it completely 
separate from physical 
health issues. He suggests 
employers need to look a 
lot more closely at how de¬ 
pression might be impact¬ 
ing their employees, partic¬ 
ularly because a greater 
number of jobs revolve 
around mental, rather than 
physical, work. 

“Depression and mental 
health issues are a growing 
concern for the labour force 
and employers. As we move 
towards a more service- 
based economy, mental acu¬ 


ity and being engaged in 
your work are factors that 
have an increasing impact 
on productivity,” Tompa 
said. 

A lot of unavoidable fac¬ 
tors can impact an employ¬ 
ee’s mental state, from fam¬ 
ily problems to work issues 
to just simple bad days but 
Patten says it is usually the 
less tangible things that 
lead to full-blown depres¬ 
sion. 


“A lot of people complain 
they are faced with a lot of 
responsibilities they don’t 
have the resources to face. A 
faster pace, more stressful 
work, people working hard¬ 
er but not being recognized 
or rewarded for it — it can 
create an imbalance in peo¬ 


ple’s lives,” Patten said. 

Stuart says the issue is 
made worse by the fact that 
many people suffering from 
mental health issues like 
depression are often afraid 
to reveal them to their em¬ 
ployers for fear of being 
ridiculed or stereotyped by 


co-workers or superiors. 

“The general public still 
harbours stereotypes about 
mental illness. Most people 
would rather lose a limb 
than lose their minds. 
There’s an issue of hope — I 
think when people get a 
mental health issue they 
lose hope. But they can get 
better. People don’t realize 
how treatable mental ill¬ 
nesses are these days,” Stu¬ 
art said.

t’s a sunny afternoon at 
the western edge of 
Parliament Hill and 
Rene Chartrand is 
swinging a curly-haired 
toddler through the air. 
The boy and his father 
came here to look at the 
dozen cats who live in view 
of our nation’s capitol 
buildings. 

They’re finding out the 
so-called Cat Man is possi¬ 
bly more entertaining than 
his feline charges. 

Chartrand, although 86 
years old, finds the energy 
to take a 10 minute bus 
ride most days to feed the 
cats, do maintenance on 
their homes and both chat 
and play with the hun¬ 
dreds of visitors who stop 
by every day. 

He rarely misses a day, al¬ 
though snow sometimes 
keeps him from leaving his 
downtown apartment, 
where he has seven cats of 
his own. “I cannot live 
without a cat,” he says. 
“I’ve always loved them.” 

The descendants of the 
cat colony worked inside 
the parliament buildings 
doing natural pest control 
until chemicals took over 
their job in the 1950s. Put 
outside, they were cared 
for by various hill staff un¬ 


til, in the 1970s, a local 
woman named Irene Des- 
ormeaux gave them food 
and some boxes to live in. 
Chartrand began helping 
out. 

In 1987, Desormeaux 
died and Chartrand took 
over. The former lumber 
mill worker and house 
painter, who is originally 
from nearby Hull, took his 
volunteer duties seriously. 
He built condos out of 
wood for the cats, got them 
vet care and lavished them 
with attention. 

Chartrand set up a dona¬ 
tion box, which helps off¬ 
set — but doesn’t always 
full cover —the $6,000 it 
costs to care for these cats 
eveiy year. Donated cat 
food and vet care (they get 
a check-up and shots every 
year) help too. 

In recent years, a group 
of eight local residents has 
begun helping Chartrand. 
They come early in the 
morning with food, and 
when he arrives at two, he 
feeds them again (if he 
doesn’t make it, everyone 
knows they’ve eaten for 
sure). They help with 
things like the shoveling. 

They’re also consciously 
letting the cat colony peter 
out. A few years ago, there 
were 28 cats, now just a 
dozen remain. When peo¬ 
ple drop kittens on the hill 
or a new stray comes into 
the group, they bring it to 
the local Humane Society 
for adoption (or take it in 
themselves — everyone in¬ 
volved in this project has a 
couple felines at home).

None of them sees them¬ 
selves as Chartrand’s suc¬ 
cessor in this job: he’s the 
one who knows both offi¬ 
cial languages, and who ef¬ 
fortlessly acts as cat ambas¬ 
sador as well as cat lover. 
“Taking care of these cats is 
all I have to do. I’m in love 
with them.”

The death of film legend 
Paul Newman sparked an 
outpouring of reaction 
over the weekend with 
friends remembering the 
Oscar winner for his cool 
acting style and his warm, 
charitable heart.

“There is a point where 
feelings go beyond words,” 
said Robert Redford, his 
longtime friend and co-star 
in Butch Cassidy and The 
Sting. “I have lost a real 
friend. My life — and this 
country — is better for his 
being in it.” 

“He comes from that era 
of actors along with the 
Deans, Brandos and Clifts 
that I, that we all looked 
at, as actors who changed 
the art form,” said Leonar¬ 
do DiCaprio. 

Eva Marie Saint, who 
starred with Newman in 
Exodus, said: “Yes, his eyes 
were that blue and beauti¬ 
ful. ... His legacy as a hu-

matchable.” 

Indeed, in 1982 Newman 
co-founded Newman’s Own 
food products and decided 
to funnel much of his prof¬ 
its to charity.

President Bill Clinton and

Asian Pork and 
Cabbage Rolls 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 lb (500 g) extra-lean ground 
pork 

1 cup (250 mL) canned water 
chestnuts, drained and finely 
chopped 

2 tsp (10 mL) five-spice powder 

1 tbsp (15 mL) finely grated 
fresh ginger 

2 scallions, finely chopped 
2 tbsp (25 mL) soy sauce 

2 garlic cloves, crushed 

1 egg, beaten 

8 large green cabbage leaves 

2 cups (500 mL) hot reduced- 
sodium chicken broth 

2 tsp (10 mL) flour 
1 tsp (5 mL) chili sauce, or to 
taste (optional) 

Garnish: Curled strips of scal¬ 
lion 

METHOD: 

1. Place pork in a bowl and add 
water chestnuts, five-spice 
powder, ginger, scallions, soy 
sauce, garlic and egg. Mix thor¬ 
oughly with your hands, then 
divide into 8 equal portions. 

2. Cut tough stalks from cab¬ 
bage leaves with sharp knife. 
Place some pork mixture in 


centre of each cabbage leaf, 
then wrap leaf to enclose the 
filling. 

3. Pour broth into the bottom 
section of large steamer. 
Arrange cabbage rolls, join 
side down, in one layer in top 
section. Cover and steam for 15 
minutes or until the cabbage is 
tender and rolls are firm when 
pressed. Remove top section 
from the steamer and keep 
cabbage rolls hot. 

4. Mix flour with 2 tbsp (25 mL) 
water, then stir into broth. 
Bring to a boil and simmer, 
stirring constantly, until 
slightly thickened. Add chili 
sauce if desired. 

5. Serve cabbage rolls with 
sauce spooned over and sprin¬ 
kled with curls 

of scallion.
